Consequently, when it
became known to-nlght that .the
blockade would not be observed thero
was much Joy ln the local insurgent
camp.

ANSWERS CALL
Sergeant Robert J. Brooks, Long

on Police Force, Follows
Wife to Grave.

SEIIG-ANT 11. J. imOOI-S.
Wlth the passlng1 of Sergeant R>>b-

ert J. Brooks, of the Second Pollce
Distrlct, who dlod at 12:45 o'clock yes¬
terday afternoon at St. Luke's Hos¬
pltal, the Richmond Pollce Depart¬
ment loses one of lts most notablo fig-
ures. He had achleved fame not only
for hls efllclent work as a pollco offl¬
cer. but for hls klndly dlspo.sltlon.
More thnn any man on tho force, ht
was llked ancl known of all. Ho wa;
always on tho subscription commlt¬
tee of the Pollce Benevolent Associa¬
tion, and where others could get only
a few hundred dollars he got thou¬
sands. Onco he even received a check
for $50 from Egypt.
Sergeant Brooks had beon 111 sev¬

eral months. Hls wifo dled In the
same hospltal about two months ago.
and her death probably hastened hl.
end. He was born and reared ln Han¬
over county, and at the age of eigh¬
teen enlisted In the Flfte'enth Regl-
mont, Vlrglnla Volunteers, in 18ut.
Aftor the Confoderato War he rame tc
Richmond, and obtained employment
with the Chesapeake nnd Ohlo "Rall-
wav. He was Deputy Clty Sergeant ln
1ST0, under Thomas U. Dudley, and
was appointed to the pollce force ln
1873. He was appointed Actlng Ser¬
geant in 1833 by Major Poe, and el»ot-
ed full Sergeant September 1. 1885
by the Police Board.

In hls younger years he was one
of the most actlve men on the force
and made several notable arrests
Among the notorlous crlmlnala he suo-
ceodetl ln capturlng were Dollard and
Walsh, the Norfolk jewelry robbers
Clark, Haloy and Fox, safe-blowers
and Charles Shaw, safo-blower and
burglar. The latter shot Sergeant
Brooks through tbe abdomen wbllr
res'.sllng art-est in the pyrd Stroet
Statlon, and escapod, but wns after-
wards captured.

dlelon, a mlning settlement.

Cralg nnd an ofllce male drove to
I Lawsenham, where thoy met Superln¬
tendent F. M. Brown, of thn company
mlnes. who carrled wlth hlm $2,800 ln
currency In a sntchel. Superintondont
Brown and ono of tho guards started
toward tho mlnes, followed by Cralg
In a llght buggy.
Ah thoy noared tho mlnes and wero

nscendlng a stcfip hill they wero sud¬
denly confronted by n masked mnn,who ordered them to stop. Cralg in¬
stantly whlpped out hls revolver. Be-
foro he could flre he was shot dead
by the hlghwayman, who then fled.

Btate constabulary who happened to
be in tho dlstrlct immedlately took up
the pursuit of tho bandlt, nnd are re-
ported to have surroundod hlm In an
abandoned coal mine near thls nlacc.
A capture Is expected momentarlly.
